Ho alao 
admitiod making a spooch at Ennis in favor 
af ‘boycotting... He balivved boycotting did 
good then, but he lad codacd’ to advo- 
exto it aftar tha passaya of the Arrears bill 
of 1882, Tu mako the inquiry judicial tho 
Governmunt ought to definitely specify the 
charges, sud alee provide for the ‘serutiny 
‘of the documenta upon which the charges 
are based. ft was of vital importance to 
the Irish mombors to sco these ducuments 
before the commiasion began to sit. . 

HAfore was. an unexpected pause, during 
which cries were faised for the Attorney- 
General. No momber of the Govern:ftent 
responding, Gladatone expreesed surprise 
that tho Government did not answer Par- 
noll, and declarcd that there muat bo an 
anawer, He was not proparod to give the 
unqualified confidence to the commission 
which Smith appearcd to entertain, but it 
waa in. the puwsr of the Government to 
make a selection which would have com- 
manded warniacclamntion from everybody. 
The Govornmont ought to make definite 
charges against detinito persons. Thore 
‘ought-to-be no: skulking.=-the-lotters wore 
really the only new charges, and Parneil 
must-have an opportunity to examine them. 
in order to faco tho accusations. A more 
doplorable orror was never made than when 
tho Attorney-Goneral undertook to conduct 
the cose of the Times. Unless_ Parnell’a 
conditions wero conceded, the country 
would bo driven to the conclusion that 
the proposals were made to be refused. 

atthows, Homs Secretary, maintained 
whatover Wobster had said was solely in 
his capacity aa counsel for tho Times. Tho 
commistion surely cvuld be trusted todealim- 
partially. Heargued that the charges wore 
mseparable. Doubtless, when seeking to 
inflict. punishment, the charges against the 
accused should bo most specific and de- 
fined, but when the object was limited to 
the discovery/of the truth such defining 
was unnecessary, (Loud Parmollite laugh- 
ter.}. Tha presant - attitude-of -the--Par- 
nollites caused & auspicion that they desired 
to ovade the inquiry or at least.to hamper 
or obstruct the efforta to get at tha truth, 
Qno of the capital points af the charge was 
that members professing to carry on @ con- 
vstitutional agitation had arranged a. basis 
of operations with the dynamite factian: 
Would the country bo satisfied if these 
charges were not fully probed.. The Gov- 
ernment thought uot and could not consent 
to limit the inguiry. 

Sir Charles Kuasell said ho would prefer 
an action before the most bigoted -partisan 
jury in London to a trial by a tribunal con- 
etituted upon the unfair and disadvan. 
tageous forms proposed by tho Governmont, 
tha object of which appeard not to be to 
bring the guilt home to individuals, but to 
discredit o party. 

After a vigorous speoch by T. P. O’Con- 
nor the debate was adjourned on the motion 
of Labouchare. ' 


GREAT INTEREST MANIFESTED. 
New York, July 24.—A cablo apecial 
from London to the Afwit and Hepress saya: 
Tho deup intorest which is felt by the poo- 
le in yesterday's dobates inv thu Houde of 
iommons on: tha Guvernment’s proposal 
for o commission of inquiry into the Par. 
nell matte: ivas. showa by the crowded 
condition of he strangers’ gallorics, 
which wors jammed with outsiders, 
There is alittle disappointment about tho 
~ Judges named for the commission, us the 
names which wera in evoryhody’s mouth 
yostorday would have carried a good deal 
more weight, Justices Smith und Day 
are-not in the foremost rank of the pro- 
fossion, and tho choice indicates the 
great difficulty which the Government ox- 
erienced in forming the commission. 
Right Hon. James A. Hannen, named by 
Mr Smith as prosident of tho commission, 
is president of the Probate and Divorce 
and Admiralty Division of tho High Court 
of Justice. OF 
Although Gladstono referred to the com- 
mission thus named aa unlikely to com- 
mend implicit confidence, the Parnellites 
express ‘themselves as satistiod, provided 
tho bill presented by the Cabinet be modi- 
fied-in accordanco with their views, so that 
the powers of the commission may be con- 
fined within reasonable limits, The atti- 
tude which the Government has taken in 
this mattor of peraistent obstinacy in main- 
taining the original form of the measure 
will inevitably lead toa prolonged debate, 
This will be cepecially the caso whon tho 
hill reaches the committee stage. Besides 
this matter the Parnellites are doterminod 
to bring the Mandeville affair into Parlia- 
ment, and a pretty lively time may be ex. 
pected. : ‘ 
CONTINUATION OF THE DEBATE, 
London, July 24.—In the Commons to- 
night Labouchere resumed tho dobste on 
the Commission bill. No threo judges, he 
anid, could so well adjudicate these ques- 
tions ya the Houso of Commons, ‘The 
Commission had power to indemnify any 
rufian who would. criminate. himself, 
rovided he was accomodating enough to 
incriminate some one else. Tt was w fish- 
ing commission intended to-avoid the real 
issue ‘to. be decided. -Eyan and O’Brien, 
for instance, could not appear, yet in their 
absence thu commission was te investigate 
their conduct’ and listen to . charges; 
Matthews had said this. wide scope of 
. ingniry. might reveal some ‘undiscovered 
murder, Did that mean that the members 
against whom the bill was directed were 
“murderers? Would the House tolerate 
thesa vagui-insivuations?’ Nover was: the 
effroutery of the Government so complete 
es when they: anid «the commission was 
granted at the request of the Paruellites, 
while in the mesntimo’ the Government, 
was arranging with the Times what sort of 
cominission should’ be Proposed and what 
ought to be the scope of the inquiry. Tha 
opposition wanted an inquiry. into the con- 
‘duct: of the. Government. © They wanted 
| teknow about. "tho murders-at Mitchells- 
town and about the murder of Mandeville. 
{' Hear, hear !"] - 
_ Chamberlain said he himself had formed 
an opinion of Parnell’s character which 
ould make hie slow to accept the charges 


against bim., The only thing: that. chook, 
his confidence was Parnoll’s reluctance ‘to 
face the charges, “[Choors and shouts of 
‘ Nol] T¢ waa. surprising that if: Parnell 
could pot trust ad Engliali jnry te do justice 
that ho did not go before ‘a Dublin jury, 
This was an oxtraordinary judicial procacd. 
ing. If it was restricted it might be usod 
to shicld guilty parties, How was Parnell 
going to show himself and friends innocent 
unleas the inquiry covered, tho relations. bo- 
tweon the ttombers and persina outsida who 
wore accused of crimol’ Tha’ Parnollitas, 
Chamberlain added. ought not to gradgs a 
prolonged inquiry to bring out tho trath. 
Ho did not believe thoy ‘thought the Go- 
vernment a party to the accusntiuns of. the 
Titnes, (Cries of ‘Oh!’ © Ob PJ . 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said. the 
Governmont evaded the question in regard 
to these lotfera and tried, under cover of an 
inquiry, to make an. attack upon ‘their pali- 
tical opponents. If Attorney Genoral Wob- 
ster believed ona single charge ho had tried 
to fix. upon Parnell as counsel for tha Times, 
it was his duty as Attorney, forthe Crown 
to indict’ Parnell. “Ths proof that he did 
not believe,éHe charges was found in the 
fact that ho had-not advised the Govorn- 
ment to-risk a prosecution. ‘Tho Attornoy- 
General's oxtracrdinary and unjustifiable 
course was,ontirely contrary to the tradition 
of the bar? The ‘real object wns .to. blast 
tho reputation of tho leaders. of the Irish 
National party. «Waa Mr Smith propared 
to answor the charge that he had bad a 
personal interviow with tho pruprictor of 
tho Dimes and arranged the chargea againat, 
the Parnollites; nnd agreed to the appoint- 
nent of a commission to be worked asa 
subsidiary agent to the Cooréion Act} As 
now framed, tho bill was violation of every 
form of judicial inquiry, thoroughly unfair 
to the secused, and it must be amended in 
commnittes, , 


T. M. Healy denounced Attorney-Gon- 
eral Wobstor for making infamous chargea 
and failing 4o prove them. |< . 

Attorney-Genoral. Webator, arising; said 
he was content to leave hik condhet to the 
judgniént of those who had experience of 
him in hia profession. Every step'he had 
taken had be after consniltation with and 
with the fulf eoncurrence of Sir Honry 
James. Wobster denied that he had used 
the information obtained as counsel forthe 
Times to institute prosecutions in his oflt-ial 
cupacily. - 

Parnoll asked if the House was to un- 


Lhands-nf-thelearned-centleman- (Webster). 
an counsel for the Ténes which is not 
available for the purposes of public. jua- 
tice. 

The Lill passed its second reading with- 
ont a‘division. .Tha cummittes stapo was 
fixed for Monday. 

ACID DEBATE IN COMMITTEE. 

Lonton, July 90.—The Cominous wont 
into committee. to-night on the bill to in- 
vestigate tha charges agaitet Parnell. Sox- 
ton moved to increase the number of Judges 
on the commission -to five, if it was to in- 
quire into the wholo histury of the National 

ucapue, extending over nine years. Three 
Judges wero not sufficient, unloes the in- 
quiry were limited. Matthews said the Go- 
verament could not accept the amendmont, 
hore would bo nothing gained by increaa- 
ing the number of Judges. - 

Sexton then reminded Mathows that the 
-conlmission dealt. swith. cliarges.for. murder 
and, oitrago and everything might turn 
upon the examination of witnesses in New 
York and Australia. He had nothing to 
say against two of the commissioners, but 
he was surprised at tlie nomination of Jua- 
tice Day, after his conduct during. the 
inquiry into the Belfast riots. 

Anderson said he was astonished that the 
Government dared propose a tribunal to 
have power to appoint other commissioners 
tu take ovidouce abroad. 

Parnell urged the House te recolleet 
that they were discussing o proposal to 
provide a substitute fora jury. Whilp in 
Englaud a jury of twelvya waa always pro- 
vided, it was proposed that a settlonent of 
the important, far-reaching Irish issues to 
be involved in the inquiry, be dependent 
upon the. verdict of two mon. [‘ Hoar, 
hear 1} Thera was no precedent. Ho 
denied that it was any favor to ita mem- 
bers, On tha contrary, it was waiving their 
ordinary position as citizens in aceepting 
the commission. Tho. leading London 
Conservative paper of to-day had declured. 
that the quostion was no longer as to his in- 
nocones or guilt, but as to the best means 
to prove him guilty. (‘Hear hear !’) Was 
hato be held responsible for every thing. 
Patrick Ford aid or did in America, while 
the Government were uot responsible for 
what their organs did? (Cheora.] 

The amendment was then: voted down, 

Smith having proposed that the commis- 
aion consist of Justices Hannen, Day and 
Smith. 

Labouchore protested against the selec- 
tion of Justice Day. , 

Smith said he believed the judges namod 
had the complete approval of the English 
bar and everybody of judicial knowledge. 

Goschen explained that the Government. 
had nelected. thesa judges as nor-political 
parties who never had teen. in. Parliament 
He trusted that tho House would indorsa 
this view. : 

Johu Morley said that. be quite under- 
stood the Government's difficulty in alter- 
ing the composition of ‘the commisson, but 
that made no difference ; nothing bad ben 
said againat Justices Honnen and Smith, 
Regarding Justice. Day, he said: he had 
received a letter from an absolutely reliable 
source, o gentleman having peculiar means 
of knowing Justice Day's mind upon Tish 
affaira,. and had told Smith tho namo 
of his informant, who wrote that Justice 
Day wat a man of the soventesnth century 
in his views concerning Catholics. Like 
Torquemada he was a ‘Tory of the. high- 
flyer, ‘non-juror typo.—[* Hear, hear !’] 
who nightly rails against Parnell und his 
friends. a regards them as infidels sud 
rebels, ond led esiray by a Catholic nation. 
He belioves thom guilty off any crime. 
Morloy said he would net publicly give the 
name. He proved his good faith by telling 
Smith, Surely in the face of foeling of 
that kind toward Justice Day the Govern- 
ment would not retain him on-a commission 
against which there ought to be no whisper 
raised. He must vote against the nomina- 
tion (Cheers), 

Balfour held that Morley had gone too 
far to maintain any, reticence about. the 
writer of the letter; Justice Day had a 
right to ask ‘the mame ‘of hig traducer. 
(Cheers.] ° : : 

Morley assured the House that there was 
nothing sinistor-in his withholding the 
name of his correspondent. Tho person in 
qucation was.a colleague of Justice Day 
pon the Belfast Riot. Commission aod was 
a barristor named Adams. 

Gladstone said he fell that it was his duty 
to support Morley, After informing the 
Government regarding Justice Day's. bias 
aud giving them-& chance to alter the com- 
tmiasion, it was. right, when they refused to 
make a change ta communicate the facts to 
Parliament also. The Government might 
readily have selected another Judge—one 
to whom thefe should be no objection, 

, Goschen said Morley had. not shown tho 
Jatter to any Minister until to-day. * 

Morley declared that he only got the 
letter on Saturday. . 
 Goschen said the Governmant ‘had no 
timazte communicate with Juatica Day to
